thou sand men du ring the com­ 
ing y ear. 
Rem aining work schedu led for 
constru ction du ring 1936 will be 
adv ertised for bids and placed 
u nder cor tract as rapidly as pos­ 
sible. Sev en'll of these projects* 
hav e been held u p by conditions 
ov er which the Highway Com­ 
mission had no control and by 
inability to acq u ire necessary 
right-of-w ay at a fair cost. 
Work ing a t top speed du ring 
the fall and early winter m onths 
the Highway Commission has es­ 
tablished a record in the hand­ 
ling of m ajor highway improv e­ 
m ent programs. On Ju ly 31st 
tentativ e approv al was receiv ed 
on Indiana’s federal-aid highway 
program cov ering the ex pendi­ 
tu re of six and a q u arter mill­ 
ion dollars of state and federal 
highway fu nds.

The Highway 
Commission 
receiv ed 
fifteen 
million dollars in National Re­ 
cov ery fu nds from the federal 
gov ernment for constru ction in 
1934 and 1935. Of the projects on 
those programs, one street im ­ 


prov ement job and one bridge 
are y et to be su bm itted for bids. 
The record

nanced w ith state fu nds eq u als 
th a t of those financed with fed­ 
eral fu nds.
